What is it that Lower Bucks youngsters are 
doing to cause concern to their families, law author­ 
ities and school officials? Is it the much publicized 
gang rumbles with their characteristic switch­ 
blade knives and baseball bats and bloodshed? 
Such isn’t the case. The cause for concern In­ 
volves deliberate vandalism, petty thievery, run­ 
ning (or riding) away from home (sometimes in 
someone else’s auto), joy riding (in a stolen car), 
and truancy from school. 
Vandalism takes a heavy toll each year on 
school and recreation property. One school official 
has described the situation as “sickening.” 
Much Damage 
Henry Decker, assistant to the superintendent 
at the Bristol Township Schools, said that young 
vandals whose motive is burglary more than often 
get away with only a few nickels and dimes while 
causing hundreds of dollars in damage to school 
property. 
John Reekus, principal at James Buchanan, 
said that several months ago, 64 windows were 
knocked out over one weekend. They were method­ 
ically poked out by a youngster carrying a base­ 
ball bat. 
Some youngsters have devised near-diabolical 
methods for breaking into schools, Reckus said. 
Anything “Breakable” 
Once inside the school, the vandal will let fly 
at anything “breakable,'' though his field is limited 
since the classroom doors are kept locked. A fa­ 
vorite target has been the acoustical or 
ceiling which the intruder punctures with 
or baseball bat. 
The pool and playground areas in Levittown 
and administered by the recreation association 
have come in for similar treatment. In the Brook 
Park area, 300-pound stone and wood benches have 
been broken by vandals and sections thrown into

the pool. Swings and sliding boards have also been 
broken. 


LPRA Administrator Robert Whitman said that 
some of the destruction could have been caused 
by a person only carrying hammer, pliers and 
screwdriver. 
Hole In Roof 


Whitman said that he once found that an in­ 
truder had entered the filter house at Brook Park, 
pulled down some light fixtures and had broken a 
hole through the roof. Whitman said he breathed a 
sigh of relief when he saw that the intruder had 
left the filtration system untouched. 
“He could have put the pool out of commission 
for weeks as well as causing thousands of dollars 
damage,” Whitman said. 


Councilman Stephen Brescia, chairman of Bris­ 
tol Borough’s water committee, described recently 
the $3,000 damage that had been done by vandals 
at the borough’s well fields. 
Every Door Smashed 
Every door had been smashed and every win­ 
dow broken in all l l well houses. 
“Doorknobs have been broken off and in some 
instances, shot off,” he said. In addition, he said, 
bullet markings have been found on some of the 
water tanks. 
Inside the well houses, he said, the handles of 
gauges and taps have been wrenched off and the 
gauges broken. 
“A great deal of electrical equipment is in each 
of the well houses,” he said. “I fear that if this 
destruction isn’t stopped some youngster will be 
electrocuted.” 
Water Supply 
Brescia said that the borough’s water supply 
could be impeded by the vandals whom he believed 
to be high school students. 
Police Chief Vincent Faragalli said that the 
damage is the accumulation of several years of de­ 
struction. 
“Why do some kids seem to commit sheer van­ 
dalism just for the love of it?" Principal Reckus 
speculated recently. “It’s hard to say sometimes. 
But I suppose we all went through this stage in 
our youth. 
“Scares U s Somehow” 
“We find ourselves approaching adulthood and 
the prospect of being on our own scares us some­ 
how. What’s worse, everyone is so dam busy with 
their own affairs they fail to notice us. Consequent­ 
ly, we become mad at the world and lash out at 
anything just as long as we think we’re proving 
ourselves.” 


Area school and recreation heads feel that most 
of the destruction is caused by outsiders, that is, by 
youths not attending the school or belonging to a 
recreation group. 
Commenting on the damage to recreation 
areas, Whitman said: “I think you’ll find that 
many delinquents of this sort don’t want to partici­ 
pate, and tend to keep to themselves. They feel 
isolated and tut off from society.” 
Special Problem 
Very often though, this “isolation” is not of the 
youth’s own choosing, but is, more or less, en­ 
forced. This seems to be a special problem in Lev­ 
ittown and adjacent areas. 


This was explained the other day by Milton 
K. Berkes, supervisor and police commissioner in 
Falls Township, where there has been a rash of 
car thefts by teenagers. 


“I feel that one of the big problems for young­ 
sters in Levittown is how to get to where they want 
to go,” Berkes said. 


Joy Ride 


“We have a sprawling community which lacks 
adequate public transportation. So we find the kids 
hopping into someone else’s car and going for a joy 
ride. Usually they wind up in some other state.” 
Berkes said that many of the youngsters who 
have been getting into trouble lately come from 
good families. This, he said, is one of the prime 
reasons why a study committee has been formed 
to study the township's juvenile problem. 


He said that in spite of township and school 
recreational programs, young adult clubs, 
and 
guidance clinics, juvenile delinquency in Falls has 
risen sharply during the past six months.

At times he appeared to bt 
lecturing the court and was so 
He told the Jewish court trying 
him for the murder of 6-million 
Jews during World War II that he 
had no responsibility in the de­ 
portation of Jews or in the theft 
of their property. 


He took his orders from his 
Gestapo boss, Gen. Heinrich Muel­ 
ler, enjoyed no special privileges, 
and his recommendations often 
were ignored by die Nazi Foreign 
Office, Eichmann told the court. 
Eichmann testified for the sec­ 
ond straight day. He spent nearly 
five hours answering questions by 
his German defense counsel, Dr. 
Robert Servatius. 
The objective of both questions 
and answers was to show Eich­ 
mann as a small-time Nazi off!' 
cial who obeyed orders and never 
took any action on his own initia 
tive. The testimony was also de­ 
signed to demolish the prosecu­ 
tion charges that Eichmann was 
the ruthless master killer who 
shipped millions of Jews to their 
deaths in the gas chambers, by 
shooting or by starvation. 
Based On Documents 
Servatius’ questions were based 
exclusively on documents already 
submitted by the prosecution or a 
few he introduced in evidence 
himself. 
Eichmann spoke in a confident 


carried away by his monologue 
that presiding Judge Moshe Lan­ 
dau twice pulled him up short and 
told him to wait for the transla­ 
tion into Hebew, the official lan­ 
guage of the court. 
He told the court trying him for 
mass murder that he could not 
run a free-wheeling operation on 
his own. In fact, if the Nazi For­ 
eign Office did not like his sug­ 
gestions, it simply ignored them,* 
he asserted. 
He admitted knowing all about 
the gas trucks used for killing 
Jews in Poland. But he insisted 
that another secret police depart­ 
ment was responsible for them 
and that he himself had nothing 
whatsoever to do with them. 
Eichmann replied to questioning 
by defense attorney Robert Serva­ 
tius Hie second straight day as his 
own sole defense witness to an­ 
swer the Israeli state's charge 
that he was responsible for the 
murder of six million Jews during 
World War II.
